SOME  CITIES  TO  BLAME  FOR  AIRPORT  ZONING 
FAILURES.  DOOLITTLE  SAYS 
In  some  cases  intolerable  situations  have  resulted  from 
cities  allowing  congestion  to  creep  up  to  the  borders  of  their 
airports  because  of  the  press  oi  industrial  and  residential 
expansion,  according  to  Li.  Gen.  James  H.  Doolittle,  chairman 
ol  the  President  s special  airport  commission.  During  a re- 
cent conference  at  the  Oakland  (Calif.)  Municipal  Airport. 
Doolittle  said.  A great  deol  of  thought  should  be  given  to  the 
problem  as  soon  as  possible.  " Colling  (or  proper  zoning 
anangemenis  by  cooperative  local  effort  rather  than  by 
arbitrary  Federal  or  Slate  regulation,  Doolittle  cited  the  fact 
even  hospitals  have  been  constructed  near  runways  ol  air- 
ports. He  said  all  airport  administrations  should  launch  edu- 
cational programs  to  Impress  upon  the  public  necessity  of 
airports  to  the  community  and  nation.— Am.  Avn.  Dally.

The  WEATHER  BUREAU  IS  GLAD  TO  HELP  YOU  WITH 
YOUR  FLIGHT  WEATHER  PROBLEMS  One  o!  our  jobs  is 
to  (umlsh  oil  available  iniormallon  on  ihaht  weather  condi- 
tions that  will  help  to  promote  safe  flyina. 

We  receive  a large  number  of  telephone  calls  eoch  day 
and  many  of  them  do  not  pertain  to  aviation.  So.  when  you 
call  us  for  FLIGHT  WEATHER  inlormation,  please  tell  us 
that  you  are  a pilot  and  that  you  need  flight  weather  In- 
formation. Also,  please  tell  us: 

1.  Your  destination 

2.  Proposed  route 

3.  Estimated  time  of  departure 

4.  Estimated  time  of  arrival 

Clf  you  intend  to  fly  VFR  only,  its 
a good  idea  to  mention  that,  loo.) 

This  information  will  help  us  concentrate  on  YOUR 
weather  problem  and  to  lake  as  little  as  possible  of  your 
lime. 

When  we  know  your  plans  lor  a lllghl  we  can  then  give 
you  information  on  prevailing  weather  conditions  along  your 
proposed  route  and  point  out  such  Important  things  as  fronts, 
turbulence,  thunderslonns,  and  hlghwinds.  We  con  give 
you  a forecast  on  the  changes  that  are  expected  to  take  place 
and  a forecast  of  the  winds  aloft  that  you  can  expect. 

Other  Weather  Bureau  oiilces  In  Montana  are  Billings, 
Butte.  Glasgow,  Great  Falls,  Havre,  Kallspell  and  Missoula. 
It  there  is  no  Weather  Bureau  oUice  near  you  there  may  be 
a CAA  communication  station.  These  offices  receive  re- 
ports of  current  weather  conditions  at  other  stations  and  the 
Weather  Bureau  furnishes  them  with  the  latest  aviation 
weather  forecasts. 

Weather  conditions  between  reporting  stations  ore  some- 
times different  from  those  reported  at  observing  points.  Some 
good  examples  of  these  conditions  in  this  area  ore  over  Mc- 
Donald or  Pipestone  Passes. 

HOW  YOU  CAN  HELP  US.  If  in  your  flight  you  en- 
counter unexpected  weather  conditions  that  you  think  would 
be  ol  Interest  to  other  pilots,  please  report  them  to  CAA  by 
radio  as  soon  as  possible  or  let  us  know  when  you  land 
Your  reports  will  be  passed  on  to  other  pilots  flying  that  way. 
In  the  same  way  reports  from  other  pilots  may  be  helpful  to 
you.

FATIGUE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  FLYING 

Agricultural  pilots  are  sometimes  called  upon  to  work 
long  hours  in  order  to  apply  insecticides  and  other  chemicals 
at  the  proper  lime  Also,  pilots  may  hove  jobs  In  addition  to 
piloting  aircraft  and  may  carry  on  both  fobs  during  the  dust- 
ing and  spraying  season.  Whatever  the  reason  for  the  ex- 
cessive work,  fatigue  occurs  with  the  inevitable  greater  sus- 
ceptibility to  accidents.  The  maximum  hours  ol  flying  for 
a^cultural  pilots  are  not  regulated  os  they  ore.  for  example, 
for  pilots  tn  most  air  carrier  operations,  nor  are  other  factors 
which  may  conlibule  to  fatigue  generally  controlled  except 
on  on  individual  basis.  Bec^se  agricultural  flying  requires 
great  skill  and  concentration,  it  is  especially  important  that 
pilots  ovoid  overwork  and  fatigue  while  doing  this  type  of 
Hying.  Accordingly,  the  following  procllces  are  recom- 
mended. 

(a)  Do  not  work  more  than  on  8-hour  day  (totol  Hying  or 
flying  plus  other  work) 

(b)  Get  an  adequate  amount  of  sleep  the  night  before 
flying  is  done. 

(c)  Do  not  indulge  in  alcoholic  beverages  during  the 
24-hour  period  before  flying. 

(d)  Do  not  fly  if  you  are  under  emotional  stress. 

(e)  Do  not  fly  II  you  are  111.— Wyoming  Newsletter.

NAVY  ACTIVELY  WORKING  ON  CONVERTIPLANE 
PROJECTS 

The  convertible  airplane  has  passed  the  design  stoge 
and  Is  now  figuring  actively  In  the  future  Navy  procurement 
plans.  It  was  disclosed  today  by  Vice  Adm.  John  H.  Cassidy, 
outgoing  Deputy  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  for  Air.  Cassidy, 
speaking  before  a meeting  of  the  Washington  chapter  ol  the 
Aviation  Writers  Associotion,  said  lhal  the  Navy  Is  sponsor- 
ing one  convertiplane  development,  with  McDonnell  Air- 
cToil  Corp,  building  the  plane. 

The  Air  Force  had  previously  announced  award  of  design 
conlracts  lo  Bell,  McDonnell  ond  Sikorsky  Aircraft  Division 
but  hos  not  disclosed  whether  actual  consInicUon  projects  are 
under  way.  The  converllplone  is  a combination  of  the  fixed 
wing  airplane  and  the  helicopter,  with  the  vertical  tak»afi 
and  landing  characteristics  of  the  latter  and  the  cruising 
speed  of  the  former.  The  Navy's  chief  interest  lies  In  the 
plane's  potential  lor  Mcoltie  assault  operation:.  -Am.  Avn.

COMMITTEE  HITS  DEFENSE  STAND  ON 
CIVIL  AIRMAN  TRAINING 

Members  ol  the  House  Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce 
Committee  today  expressed  surprise  and  bewilderment  over 
the  Department  ol  Defense  position  that  it  would  support  no 
civil  airman  training  program  unless  It  were  limited  "to 
those  individuals  who  sottsly  current  aviation  cadet  eligi- 
bility requirements  and  who  have  made  specific  application 
lor  entry  into  the  aviation  cadet  program." 

Center  of  a committee  attack  was  Brig.  Gen.  Gabriel  P. 
Dlsosway.  Duector  ol  Training,  USAF,  firs!  witness  as  the 
committee  opened  hearings  on  proposed  civilian  airman 
training  legislation.  Various  committee  members  charged 
Dlsosway  and  Ihe  Department  of  "suffering  from  a mental 
block,  ' "not  showing  very  much  imagination, " "testUylng 
under  a mlsconceplion,"  and  needing  "to  go  b^k  and  take 
another  look  at  their  position. ' 

"The  Department  ol  Defense  should  be  taking  the  posl- 
lion  that  the  more  civilian  trainees  there  are  the  better  off  the 
armed  forces  will  be  in  the  long  run."  said  Rep.  Carl  Hinshow 
(R.,  Calll.)  alter  Dlsosway  had  slated  that  th©  Deportment 
would  oppose  bills  lor  training  a pool  of  technicians  and 
mechanics  for  possible  future  military  utilization.  The  wit- 
ness was  fold  lo  come  back  before  the  committee  next  time 
"with  a broader  view."— Am.  Avn.  Dally — ^2^'S2.
